It is 
seen in many parts of the world, but 
most frequently and in greatest per­ 
fection at the strait of Messina, be 
tween Sicily and Italy.

even there It Is of comparatively rare 
occurrence. To allow of its production 
the sun must be at an angle of 45 de 
grees with the water, both sky and sea 
must be cairn, and the tidal current suf­ 
ficiently stvong to cause the water iii 
the center to rise higher than on the 
edges of the strait. 
When these condi­ 
tions are fully met, the observer on the 
heights of Calabria, looking, toward 
Messina, will behold a series of rapidly 
changing pictures, sometimes of most 
exquisite beauty.

The Fata Morgana. 
The fata m organa is a singular aerial 
phenomenon akin to the mirage. It Is 
seen In many parts of the world, but 
most frequently and In greatest per­ 
fection a t the strait of Messina, be 
tween Sicily and Italy. 
So many con 
ditions m ust coincide, however, that 
even there It Is of comparatively rare 
occurrence. To allow of Its production 
the sun m ust be at an angle of 45 de 
grees with the water, both sky and sea 
m ust be calm, and the tidal current suf 
ficiently strong to cause the water in 
the center to rise higher than on the 
edges of the strait. When these condi­ 
tions are fully met, the observer on the 
heights of Calabria, looking toward 
Messina, will behold a series of rapidly 
changing pictures, sometimes of most 
exquisite beauty.

I assured him that I would protect 
thorn to the last extremity and warned, 
. him to keep all boats away from the 
immediate vicinity or they might come 
to grief. 
At tin* same time I notified 
him that I would allow ouly boats from 
men-of-war showing the Chilean flag 
to come alongside the Yorktown, so 
that in ease anything unpleasant hap 
poued I should know whom to hold Re­ 
sponsible. 
After this there was no 
more trouble, but I was constantly on 
the lookout and prepared for it. 
“About Jan. 20 I received telegraphic 
orders permitting me to land my pas­ 
sengers at Callao, Peru, at my discre­ 
tion. I at once notified the Chilean au­ 
thorities that I would leave Valparaiso 
In six hours. I also visited the British 
admiral and gave him Hie same infor­ 
mation. He called my attention to the 
fact that four of the Chilean ships hail 
steam up and the further fact that it 
had been announced in the Valparaiso 
papers that when I went to sea their 
ships would go after me to see that I 
did not land the refugees and get up 
another revolution. I told the admiral 
very plainly that if any ship or num­ 
ber of ships followed me to sea aud 
undertook to follow my motions I 
would regard It as an act of gross dis­ 
courtesy and would resent it ou the 
spot. I never learned whether he com­ 
municated with the Chileans on the 
subject or not, but when I got under 
way at the time I bad fixed nobody fol­ 
lowed me or attempted to do so. The 
condition in Valparaiso bad become al­ 
most unbearable, and it was with a 
sense of great relief that I found my­ 
self at sen. 
During the early part of the first 
night out, while running at a very 
high rate of speed, a suspicious noise 
was heard in the high pressure cylin­ 
der of one of the engines. 
When the 
cylinder head was taken off, I found 
two hardened steel wedges, which had 
been placed in the valve chest— no 
doubt when we first arrived at Valpa­ 
raiso—by some evilly disposed person, 
with tile intention of sending us ail to 
the bottom. 
!♦ could easily have been 
done when we first arrived and before 
we knew what kind of people we had 
to deal with. 
It was simply a miracle 
that I-escaped a serious disaster, for if 
the cylinder head had been knocked 
out with the high pressure of steam I 
was carrying the side of the ship would 
have gone with it.” 
The Chileans showed their animosity 
In all sorts of petty ways. 
One of 
their favorite tricks was to run their 
torpedo Iwats about the ship, usiug her 
apparently as a target. At Inst one of 
the boats missed bis stern by less than 
six feet. The following eutry from his 
journal shows his feelings at the time: 
‘I then saw tile officer in charge of 
the drills and told him that lie certainly 
had great confidence in tile steering 
gear of his torpedo boats; that lf any 
thing jammed so that one of them 
struck me I would blow her bottom 
out. 
He replied timt the water of tile 
harbor belonged to Ids government aud 
that he proposed to use it for the pur­ 
pose of drilling bis boats, 
I answered 
that I was fully aware of the owner 
ship of which be bad spoken, but that 
the Yorktown and the paint on her be 
longed to the United States and that 
neither must be defaced by bls tor 
pedo boats. 
After tilts Incident they 
did not run at us so much, though tin1 
papers encouraged them to do so.” 
When Captain Evans worn to the 
opening of the Kiel canal as command 
er of tile New York, he hobnobbed with 
royal and imperial personages. 
His 
account of the famous dinner on lioard 
the New York from which tbe German 
emperor rose at I o’clock in tbe morn 
ing to have the watertight bulkheads 
closed aud the crew sent to quarters is 
as follows: 
“The dinner was one of tbe most de 
lightful I have ever seen, a perfect 
success, and George, my steward, who 
bossed tile affair, is as proud as a pea 
cock. At I a. rn. the emperor express­ 
ed a desire to visit and inspect tbe en 
gine room, and we did so. Ile looked 
into every hole and corner aud even 
had us disconnect one of tile engines, 
marking time on us himself. Tlieu we 
went through the gun deck and out on 
to tile forecastle, where he asked bow 
long it would take to close all the 
watertight compartment doors. 
I re 
plied that In the daytime we could do 
it in 30 seconds, but at night it might 
require two minutes. Much to my but 
prise lie asked if I would mind doing 
it for him. Of course I had to say yes 
and when I tried to blow tbe siren, the 
signal to close the watertight doors 
there was not steam enough, aud tbe 
blessed thing would not blow. 
Tbe 
emperor thought be bad mc and said. 
‘Now, you see, captain, that yon can’t 
close your bulkheads.* But he did not 
know everything. 
‘You will see in a 
minute, sir,’ and I touched one of the 
general alarm buttons which calls all 
banda to quarters, aud in a few sec 
onds the men were swarming up like 
rats. Tbe emperor took time himself, 
and In one minute and a half tbe entire 
•hip was ready for action, with all tbe 
watertight doors closed. It was 2 a. rn., 
tbe royal standard at our main and the 
searchlight of the Columbia turned up­ 
on it, tbe ship ready for action and the 
emperor complimenting tbe captain on 
tbe forecastle. I find myself In some 
funny positions. 
When we went aft, 
where every one could hear him, be 
said, ‘Captain Evans, I cannot Imagine 
that a ship could be in better cond! 
tion*—very uice for all of us. He left 
tbe ship at 2 a. rn., and all Germany 
bas been reading of It since.”

T h e P a rt T h e y P la y e d la th e W a r 
B e tw c e a th e States. 
It is odd to think that the southern 
mountaineer was not discovered until 
the outbreak of the civil war, although 
Le was nearly a century old then, and 
it Is really startling .to realize that 
when one speaks of the southern moun­ 
taineers he speaks of nearly 3,000,OOO 
people who live in eight souther!* 
states—Virginia and Alabama and the 
southern states between—aud occupy 
a region equal in area to the combined 
areas of Ohio and Pennsylvania, as 
•big, say, as the German empire, and 
richer, perhaps, in timber and mineral 
deposits than any other region of ’sim­ 
ilar extent in the world. 
This region 
was and Is an unknown laud. 
It has

ca, and the work of discovery is yet 
going on. 
The American mountaineer was dis­

severing the north at one blow’.

“During the early part of tho first 
night out, while running at a very 
high rate of speed, a suspicious noise 
was heard In the high pressure cylln 
der of otic of the engines. 
When tile

two hardened steel wedges, which hail 
been placed in the valve chest — no 
doubt when we first arrived at V’nlpa 
miso- by some evilly disposed person, 
with the intention of sending us all to 
the bottom. 
!♦ could easily have been 
dotie when we first arrived and before 
we knew what kind of people we had 
to deal with. 
It was simply a miracle 
that I-escaped a serious disaster, for if 
the cylinder head had been knocked 
out with the high pressure of steam I 
was carrying the side of the ship would 
have gone with it.” 
The Chileans showed their animosity 
In all sorts of petty w'ays. 
One of 
their favorite tricks was to run their 
torpedo boats about the ship, using her 
apparently as a target. 
At last one of 
tile boats missed his stern by less than 
six feet. The following entry from bis 
journal shows his feelings at the time: 
“ I then saw tile officer in charge of 
the drills and told him that lie certainly 
had great confidence in the steering 
gear of Iii# torpedo boats; that lf any 
thing jammed so flint one of them 
struck me I would blow ber bottom 
out. 
Ile replied that the water of the 
harbor belonged to his government aud 
that he proposed to use it for the pur 
pose of drilling his boots. 
I answered 
that I was fully aware of the ow’ner 
ship of which he had spoken, but Hint 
the Yorktown and the paint on her be 
longed to the United States aud that 
neither must be defaced by his tor 
pedo boats. 
After this Incident they 
did not run at us so much, though the 
papers encouraged them to do so.” 
When Captain Evans went to the 
opening of the Kiel c-aual as command 
er of the New York, lie hobnobbed with 
royal and Imperial personages. 
His 
account of the famous dinner on board 
the New York from which the German 
emperor rose at I o’clock in the uioru 
ing to have the watertight bulkheads 
closed aud the crew sent to quarters Is 
as follows: 
rile dinner was one of the most de­ 
lightful I have ever seen, a perfect 
success, and George, my steward, who 
bossed the affair, is as proud as a pea 
cock. 
At I a. rn. the emperor express­ 
ed a desire to visit and Inspect the en­ 
gine room, and we did so. 
Ile looked 
iuto every bole and corner and even 
had us disconnect one of the engines, 
marking time on us himself. Then we 
went through the gun deck and out on 
to Hie forecastle, where he asked how 
long it would take to close all the 
watertight compartment doors. 
I re­ 
plied that in the daytime we could do 
It In 30 seconds, but at night it might 
require two minutes. Much to my sur­ 
prise lie asked if I would mind doing 
it for him. Of course I had to say yes. 
aud when I tried to blow the siren, the 
signal to close tile watertight doors, 
there was not steam enough, and the 
blessed thing would not blow. 
The 
emperor thought he bad me and Bald, 
‘Now, you see, captain, that you can’t 
close your bulkheads.’ But he did not 
know everything. 
‘You will Bee in a 
minute, sir,' and I touched one of the 
general alarm buttons which calls all 
bauds to quarters, aud in a few sec 
onds the men were swarming up like 
rats. The emperor took time himself, 
and in one minute and a half the entire 
ship was ready for action, w’ltb all the 
watertight doors closed. It was 2 a. rn., 
the royal standard at our main and the 
searchlight of the Columbia turned up­ 
on it, the ship ready for action and the 
emperor complimenting the captain on 
the forecastle. 
I find myself in some 
funny positions. 
When we W’eut aft, 
where every one could hear him, he 
said, ‘Captain Evans, I cannot imagine 
that a ship could be in better condi­ 
tion’—very nice for all of us. 
He left 
the ship at 2 a. rn., and all Germany 
bas been reading of it since.”

H avana, May 20.—The com m ittee 
on relations of the Cuban constitu­ 
tional convention were expected to 
subm it m ajority and m inority reports 
to the convention today. 
The m ajor­ 
ity report, in an introduction, quotes 
article I of the treaty of Paris, the 
joint resolution of the United States 
congress and the P latt am endm ent, 
aud then proceeds as follows: 
Inasm uch as Secretary Root, being 
authorized by President 
McKinley, 
says th at the P latt law has for its ob­ 
ject 
the 
guaranteeing of the inde­ 
pendence of Cuba and does not m ean 


I interference with its governm ent, or 
; the exercise of a protectorate or of 
sovereignty, and also th a t interven­ 
tion will only take place when inde­ 
pendence is endangered by outside 
powers or grave interior disturbances, 
creating anarchy; and, inasm uch as 
Secretary Root 
has 
said th a t the 
naval stations will not he used for 
vantage points of intervention, but 
only to protect Cuba gainst foreign 
powers, we report as follows: 


Features of Majority Report. 
“That, in virtue of the fact th at the 
P latt law, in its pream ble, says it Js 
a fulfilment of the joint resolution 
and has been 
adopted by congress 
with the principle object of establish­ 
ing independence, we do propose to 
the convention to accept the follow­ 
ing as an appendix to tho constitu­ 
tion.’’ 
The first, second, fourth and fifth 
clauses are quoted in their entirety. 
The third clause bas the following 
addition: 
"It being understood th at the U nit­ 
ed States have the right to intervene 
to prevent 
the action of a foreign 
power or disturbances causing a state 
of anarchy, and that the intervention 
shall alw ays be the act of the United 
States, and not of isolated agents, 
the intervention shall suppose neither 
sovereignty nor a protectorate and 
shall only last sufficiently long to es­ 
tablish norm al conditions. 
Said in­ 
tervention, it is also understood, shall 
not have the right to interfere in tho 
governm ent, but only the rig h t to prcv 
serve independence.” 
An addition to the sixth clause says 
th at the ow nership of the Isle 
of 
Pines shall be settled by a future 
treaty. 
An addition to the seventh clause 
says: 
“It shall be understood th a t tho 
naval stations do not give the United 
States the right to intervene in the 
interior governm ent, but are estab 
fished with the sole purpose of pro­ 
tecting Am erican w aters from foreign 
invasion directed against Cuba or the 
United States. 
Cuba 
will 
sell or 
lease the necessary land a t points to 
be agreed upon later.” 
An addition to the eighth clause 
says th at the governm ent of Cuba 
suggests at the sam e tim e a treaty 
of com m erce based upon reciprocity. 
The m inority report says:

over to -the United 
States in tim e of w ar.” 
The report of the m inority recom ­ 
m ends a com m ercial

Birds without song belong to Ha­ 
waii. In Honolulu one sees a bird 
about the size of the robin, an Inde­ 
pendent sort of fellow, that walks 
about like a chicken, instead of hop­ 
ping like a well trained bird of the 
United States, and it has no song. 
A bird that walks and swims, but 
does not fly, fs the penguin. No nests 
tire made by penguins, but the one egg 
laid at a time by the motlier is carried 
about under her absurd little wing or 
under her log.

I assured bim that I would protect 
thorn to »bi- Inst extremity and warned 
bim to keep nil boats away from tilt 
immediate vicinity or they might coml 
to grief. 
At the same time I notified 
him that I would allow only boats from 
men of-war showing the Chilean flag 
to come alongside the Yorktown, so 
that in case anything unpleasant Imp 
poued I should know whom to hold re­ 
sponsible. 
After this there was no 
more trouble, but I was constantly on 
the lookout aud prepart'd for it. 
“About Jan. 20 I received telegraphic 
orders permitting me to land my pas­ 
sengers at Callao, Peru, at my discre­ 
tion. 
I at once notified the Chilean au­ 
thorities that I would leave Valparaiso 
in six hours. 
I also visited the British 
admiral aud gave bim the same infor­ 
mation. He called my attention to the 
fact that four of the Chilean ships had 
steam up and the further fact that -it 
had been announced iii the Valparaiso 
papers that when I went to sea their 
ships would go after me to see that I 
did not la ml the refugees and get up 
another revolution. 
I told the admiral 
very plainly that if any ship or num­ 
ber of shi|>« followed me to sea and 
undertook to follow my motions I 
would regard it as an act of gross dis­ 
courtesy and would resent It on the 
spot. I never learned whether he com­ 
municated with the Chileans on the 
subject or not, but when I got under 
way nt the time I bud fixed nobody fol­ 
lowed me or attempted to do so. The 
condition in Valparaiso had become al­ 
most unbearable, and it was with a 
sense of great relief that I found my­ 
self at sea. 
“ During the early part of the first 
night out, while running at a very 
high rate of speed, a suspicious noise 
was heard in the high pressure cylin­ 
der of cm* of the engines. 
When the 
cylinder head was taken off, I found 
two hardened steel wedges, which had 
been placed in the valve chest — no 
doubt when we first arrived at Valpa 
miso- by some evilly disposed person 
with tile intention of sending tis all to 
the bottom. 
!♦ could easily have been 
done when we first arrived ami bt*fore 
we knew what kind of people we had 
to deal with, 
it was simply a miracle 
that I escaped a serious disaster, for if 
the cylinder head bad been knocked 
out with the high pressure of steam I 
was carrying tile side of tile ship would 
have gone with it.” 
The Chileans showed their animosity 
In all sorts of petty ways. 
One of 
their favorite tricks was to run tlieli 
torpedo Itonts about tile ship, using lier 
apparently as a target. At last one of 
the boats missed bis stern by less than 
six feet. The following entry from bis 
journal shows his feelings ut the time; 
“I then saw the officer in eiiarge of 
Hie drills and told him that he certainly 
had great confidence in Hie steering 
gear of his torpedo boats; t hat lf any 
tiling jammed so that one of them 
struck me I would blow lier Itottom 
out. 
Ile replied that Hie water of the 
harbor belonged to Ids government aud 
that he proposed to use it for the pur 
|K)se of drilling his boats. 
I answered 
that I was fully aware of the owner 
ship of which he had spoken, but that 
the Yorktown and the paint on her be 
longed to the United States and t ha I 
neither must be defaced by bls tor 
pedo boats. 
After tills Incident they 
did not run at us so much, though the 
pullers encouraged them to do so.” 
When Captain Evans went to the 
opening of the Kiel canal as command 
er of the New York, he hobnobbed with 
royal and imperial personages. 
His 
account of the famous dinner on board 
the New York from which the German 
emperor rose at I o’clock In the morn­ 
ing to tin vc the watertight bulkheads 
closed aud tile crew sent to quarters Is 
as follows: 
rite dinner was one of the most de­ 
lightful I have ever seen, a perfect 
success, and George, my steward, who 
bossed the affair, is as proud as a pea­ 
cock. At I a. m. the emperor express­ 
ed a desire to visit and Inspect the en­ 
gine room, and we did so. 
Ile looked 
luto every hole and corner aud even 
bad us disconnect one of the engines, 
marking time on us himself. Then we 
went through the gun deck and out on 
to the forecastle, where he asked how 
long it would take to close all tho 
watertight compartment doors. 
I re­ 
plied that in the daytime we could do 
it In 30 seconds, hut at night it might 
require two minutes. Much to my sui' 
prise lie asked lf I would mind doing 
It for bim. Of course I bad to say yes. 
and wlieu I tried to blow the siren, the 
signal to dose the watertight doors 
there was not steum enough, aud the 
blessed tiling would not blow. 
The 
emperor thought be bad me aud said. 
‘Now, you see, cuptalu, that you can’t 
close your bulkheads/ But be did not 
know everything. 
‘You will see Iu a 
minute, sir/ and I touched one of the 
general alarm buttons which calls all 
bauds to quarters, aud lu a few sec 
oods the men were swarming up like 
rats. The emperor took time himself, 
and in oue minute and a half the entire 
ship was ready for action, with ult the 
watertight doors closed. It was 2 a. rn., 
the royal standard at our main and the 
searchlight of the Columbia turned up­ 
on it, the ship ready for actiou aud the 
emperor complimenting the cuptaiu on 
the forecastle. 
I tiud myself lu some 
fuuny positions. 
Wbou we weut aft, 
where every oue could hear him, he 
said, ‘Captain Evans, I cannot Imagine 
that o ship could lie In better condi­ 
tion’—very ulee for all of us. 
He left 
the ship at 2 a. rn., and all Germany 
has been reading of it siuce.”

Havana, May 20.—T he committee 
on relations of the Cuban constitu­ 
tional convention were expected to 
submit majority and minority reports 
to the convention today. 
The major­ 
ity report, in an introduction, quotes 
article I of the treaty of Paris, the 
joint resolution of the United States 
congress and the Plait amendment, 
aud then proceeds as follows: 
Inasmuch as Secretary Root, being 
authorized by President 
McKinley, 
says th at the Platt law has for its ob­ 
ject 
the 
guaranteeing of the inde­ 
pendence of Cuba and does not mean 
interference with its government, or 
the exercise of a protectorate or of 
sovereignty, and also that interven­ 
tion will only take place when inde­ 
pendence is endangered by outside 
powers or grave interior disturbances, 
creating anarchy; and, inasmuch as 
Secretary Root 
has 
said that the 
naval stations will not be used for 
vantage points of intervention, but 
only to protect Cuba gainst foreign 
powers, we report as follows: 
Features of Majority Report. 
“That, in virtue of the fact that the 
Platt law, in its preamble, says it 's 
a fulfilment of the joint resolution 
and has been 
adopted by congress 
with the principle object of establish­ 
ing independence, we do propose to 
Hie convention to accept the follow-1 
ing as an appendix to tho constitu­ 
tion.’’

M ats are made of tim feathers of tile 
white variety, but it takes ten years 
and more to collect enough feathers to 
make even a amati mat which would 
sell for about $150. 
Birds without song belong to H a­ 
waii. In Honolulu 
oui- aces a bird 
about Hie size of the robin, an inde­ 
pendent sort 
of fellow’, 
that walks 
about like a chicken, instead of hop­ 
ping like a well trained bird of the 
United States, and it lias no song. 
A bird th a t walks and swims, but 
does not fly, fs tile penguin. No nests 
are made by penguins, but tin* one egg 
laid at a time by tile mother is carried 
a Don t under her absurd little wing or 
under lier leg. 
The largest of dight birds is tile Cali­ 
fornia vulture or condor, 
measuring 
from tip to tip 9*6 to IO feet and exceed­ 
ing considerably in size the true condor 
of South America. 
The bird lays but 
one egg each season large, ova*. ashy 
green bi color and deeply pitted, so 
distinctive Iii appearance that it can­ 
not lie confounded with any other. 
The California condor is rapidly ap­ 
proaching extinction and museums all 
over the World are eager to secure 
living specimens. 
It is believed that 
there is only one iii captivity. 
Another large bird is the rhinoceros 
bird* which is about the size of a tur­ 
key. Due recently shot on Hie island 
of Java had Iii its crop a rim from a 
angili telescope and three brass but­ 
tons, evidently belonging to a British 
soldier’s uniform. 
A bird which is swifter than n horse 
is the road runner of the southwest. 
Its aliases are the ground cuckoo, the 
lizard bird and the snake killer, snakes 
being a favorite diet. 
In northern 
Mexico, western Texas and southern 
Colorado and California It Is found. 
The bird measures 
about 
two feet 
from tip to tip and is a d u ll brown in 
color. Its two legs are only about ten 
Inches long, but neither horses with 
their four legs nor hounds nor electric 
pacing machines are iii It for swiftness 
wheu it com«*s to running. 
Most curious are the sewing or tailor 
birds of India—little yellow things not 
much 
larger than one’s Hmm. 
To 
escape falling a prey to snakes and 
monkeys tile tailor bird picks up a 
dead leaf and flies up into a high tree, 
and with a fiber for a thread aud its 
bill for a needle sews the leaf on to a 
green one banging from the tree. The 
sides are sewed up, an opening being 
left at the top. That a nest Is swing­ 
ing in the tree no snake or monkey or 
even man w ould-suspect. 
Many a regiment cannot compare iii 
perfection of movement wit ti tim flight 
of the curlews of Florida winging their 
way to their feeding grounds miles 
away, all in uniform lines in unbroken 
perfection. 
The curlews are dainty 
and charming birds to see, some pink, 
some white.

All very young birds, by a wise pro­ 
vision of nature, are entirely without 
feur until they are able to fly. The 
reason of the delayed development of 
fear is that. being unable to fly, the 
birds would struggle aud 
fall from 
their nests at every noise aud he killed. 
Suddenly, almost In a day, the birds 
develop the sense of fear, wheu tl/kir 
feathers are enough 
grovvu so that 
they can fly. 
It Is always a source of wonder to 
arctic explorers to flu;! such quantities 
of singing birds within tho arctic cir­ 
cle. They are abundant beyond belief.

for the pretence of the birds.

which nests are found occasionally al- I 
most give om* the impression that birds 
must l»e endowed with a sense of hu­ 
mor. 
For instance, a wren built its 
nest upon a scarecrow, a dead sparrow- 1 
hawk, which a farmer had hung up to 
I righten nwuy winged ravagers of his 
crop. 
I ii the {locket of an old Jacket 
hanging in a barn a bird, also a wren, 
made Its nest, which wheu discovered 
contained live eggs. 
It was a robin 
that raised a young family iu a church 
pow aud a robin that built Its nest In 
the organ pipes of a church. Places of 
worship have always been favorite 
building places for birds.
